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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim for a method of binding superabsorbent particles to cellulosic fiber is 

neither anticipated by, nor obvious in view of, CHMELIR ET AL (US Patent 4,605,401) 
or INSLEY ET AL (US Patent 4,813,948 or 4,755,178) or KELLENBERGER (US Patent 
5,149,335), for a method of binding superabsorbent particles to cellulosic fiber, since 
claimed invention, which teaches from about 1 to 40% by weight based on the weight of 
the cellulose fiber of a binder comprising a non-polymeric binder having functional 
groups selected from the group as claimed, which references neither disclose nor 
suggest.
